District Pioneer, 
Harry Adams 
Moves To Calgary 


Highlander Cadets 
Shooting Results 


Another of the Vulcan 'district's 
pioneers, Harry Adams, is moving 
to -Calgary this. week. Mr. Adams 
sold his farm holdings about two 
years ago and has now sold his 
residence in town and purchased a 
home in Calgary, where, with Mrs. 
Adams, he will reside in the future. 

Coming from eastern Oregon in 
1905, Harry Adams homesteaded 
three miles south-west of Vulcan. 
The present Vulcan district was 
-then all range land and it was nec¬ 
essary to haul supplies from Nan¬ 
ton, which was also the nearest 
elevator point, 

The first few years saw good 
crops, averaging 30 to 40 bushels 
per acre at a price of 70 to 80 
cents per bushel. At the time of 
the big prairie fire In 1906 Mr. 
Adams and other hometeadefs 
.feared they would lose their crops 
but most were saved.. The winter 
of 1906-07 was the coldest ever ex¬ 
perienced here, with continual 
snow storms from the north and 
temperatures dropping to 60 below 
zero. Ranchers lost thousands of 
head of cattle that year. The first 
crop failure due to drought came, 
in 1910 and that made it a tough 
year for the homesteaders. 

1911 was a great year, for it was 
then that the railroad reached the 
present site of Vulcan and his 
grain-hauling distance was cut 
down from 21 to 3 miles. That 
year too saw the establishment of 
Vulcan as a village and the con¬ 
struction of the Ferrodale school. 
|Mr. Adams recalls that it was hard 
to get the school started, as most 
of the homesteaders were bachel¬ 
ors., but with the aid of a Mr. Jo¬ 
hansen he gained enough support 
from the homesteaders to warrant 
going to Edmonton, with the prov¬ 
incial authorities quickly author¬ 
izing the /lew school. 

In 1912 Mr. Adams lost 200 acres 
of crop to a small prairie fire. He 
has had the usual ups and downs 
of the prairie farmer but feels 
that, through the years, his great¬ 
est asset has been the friendship 
of his neighbors. Through the med¬ 
ium of the Advocate he wishes to 
convey to Mr. and Mrs. George 
Finley and his other neighbors ot 
past years his appreciation of their 
help and kindness in the difficult 
times. 

By moving to Calgary, Mr. and 
Mrs. Adams will be closer to their 
family, for they have two daugh¬ 
ters and one son residing in the 
city. A third daughter lives in 
Coleman.

Numerous complaints have.been 
received by the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police and by the Office 
of the Attorney General' With res¬ 
pect to-the' failure of drivers of 
motor vehicles to dim their lights 
when, meeting oncoming traffic 
and also to comply with the pro¬ 
visions of the Vehicles and High¬ 
way Traffic Act and Regulations 
with respect to proper lighting 
equipment on their cars at night. 

The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police have been issuing warnings 
to motorists who have failed to 
comply with the provision of the 
Vehicles and Highway Traffic Act, 
hut these warnings tn many cases 
have been disregarded. 

In view of the very dangerous 
conditions created by a failure to 
strictly comply with the provis¬ 
ions of the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act and Regulatibns with 
respect to dimming of headlights 
and the prevalence of faulty light¬ 
ing equipment on cars, it is now 
proposed that no further warnings 
be issued and if any person is 
found travelling on the highways 
In contravention of the provisions 
ot the Vehicles and Highway Traf¬ 
fic Act and Regulations, a prosecu¬ 
tion will be entered against the 
driver without further warning.

Reserve personnel, mostly officers, 
can supply 57,000. So the total to be drafted will 
range from 200,000 to 230,000, or about one in six 
of unmarried, non-veterans of draft age. 

Provisions of the draft bill indicate that much 
more care will be taken in issuing call-ups than was 
the case during the war. Most veterans, tor instance, 
will be exempt. The President is also authorised to 
defer "necessary men” in industry, agriculture, 
science and other fields. If they are. in his opinion, 
of more actual use to the country in their civilian 
pursuits, they will remain there in all probability. 

Married men and those with dependents may also 
be deferred. 

Attention is being given to high school and uni¬ 
versity students. The former (if doing satisfactory 
class work) will not be drafted until they have com¬ 
pleted their courses, or have reached 20 years of 
age University students will be allowed to complete 
their year and, under the classification of “neces¬ 
sary men," it is quite probable that students doing 
senior or post-graduate work will be given further 
deferment. It is noteworthy, however, that both 
draftees and volunteers must go into reserve pools 
after completing active duty. 

The essential thing is that the American draft is 
no longer haphazard. Men who can better prepare 
themselves for wartime service In study or research 
are to follow their own line of work. They will be 
available in an emergency to fill the many special¬ 
ized positions which modern defence requires. On 
the other hand, sufficient men will receive military 
training to provide the nucelus of a much larger

THE AMERICAN DRAFT: 
FAIR AND EFFICIENT 


(An Editorial in the Calgary Herald) 

The United States Congress has decided to bring 
the' armed services up to a strength of more than 
2,000,000 men. Since voluntary enlistment will not 
fill all the vacancies/ a draft has been authorized. 
By It, young men of 19 to 25 years will be called 
for 21 months service. 

How many men will be drafted depends upon en¬ 
listments. The services now have about 1,400,000 
men under arms. This means that 600,000 men mu^t 
be found, at least. But there will be retirements to 
consider, men who have completed their terms of 
service who are over-age, or who are no longer 
physically fit. When these are added, the gap widens 
to an estimated 900,000 men. 

On the other hand, the services expect re-enlist¬ 
ment to total 197,000, in round figures. Volunteers, 
they estimate, will account for another ' 440,000. 
(Congress authorized voluntary enlistment of 161,-

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Timely Pruning 
Of Shrubs 


INDIVIDUALITY 

We ought to belong to society, 
to have our place in it, and yet 
be capable of a complete individu¬ 
al existence outside of it.—Philip 

Spring and summer flowering Gilbert Hamerton. 
shrubs should be pruned as soon 
as the bloom begins to fade and 
before seed pods develop. When 
pruned at this time seed produc¬ 
tion is reduced and new growth 
is not interfered with. The remov¬ 
al of old and unthrifty wood will 
leave more room for the new 
growth. If some shrubs such as 
Iilaes are allowed to produce 
seed, it may reduce the size of 
next year's blooms, says F. V. Hut¬ 
ton, Experimental Farms Service, 

Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Commonly grown shrubs which 
should be summer pruned after 
blooming are all lilacs and most 
spirea. They will require little 
pruning other than the ‘removal 
of dead or unthrifty wood until 
they have been growing in one lo¬ 
cation for two or three years, 
however. After this the stems 
may become crowded and the size 
and quality of the flowers may 
deteriorate. To keep the bush in 
good condition when they' com¬ 
mence to crowd, about one-third 
of tfie old stems should be re¬ 
moved after blooming and an 
equal number of vigorous young 
shoots, properly spaced, be al¬ 
lowed to take their place. All 
small, weak and poorly spaced 
stems should be removed at this 
time. 

In removing stems they should 
be cut off close to the ground or 
a main stem near the ground. 

Do not tip prune expecting to 
remove dead or injured wood. 

With lilacs which may produce 
abundant seed and weaken the 
plant, all blooms which are not 
removed when pruning should be 
cutt off Just above the first leaves. 

Shrubby roses, mnckorai^ge and 
many other flowering shrubs re¬ 
quire little pruning and ,the re¬ 
moval of dead or injured wood 
will keep them in good condition.

special fresh air ventilation system. 
Two ducts carry fresh air from 
behind the grille, one inlet supply¬ 
ing air to the driver’s side and the 
other to the passenger side. Each 
inlet is provided with a shut-off 
valve, actuated by a control knob 
on the dash, at either side of the 
steering column. 

Yet another feature is the intro¬ 
duction of soft “black lighting” of 
instruments, reducing eye strain 
due to glare and reflection at 
night. The control instruments are 
grouped directly in front of the 
driver.
